The same question has been raised
before in several cities of the terri-
tory and in a number of them the
colored children are allowed the,
same room with the other children,
while at several points other quur-tai- l

are provided.

Republican: The giant iron
skeleton of the beet sugar factory
is looming up more and more every
day. Persons going from Phoenix
to Glendale stop a half mile this
tide of the latter place and watch it
grow. A spur from the Santa Fe,
Prescott & Phoenix, for the trans

portation of material, runs out to
the factory. The first story is al-

ready completed and work has
been begun on the second. The
building will be 290 feet long and
ti" feet wide. A part of it will be
three stories high and a part of it
five stories. Other buildings for
which the foundations are now be-

ing laid are a ioiler house, 160x67
feet; a limekiln house. 70xb7 feet;
siiLiar warehouse, ,K0xt7 feet; beet
sheds. 400x160 feet, They will all
be of brick and fireproof construc-
tion. The Kastern Sugar company
has established otlices in the
O'Neill building and is now ready
to contract with farmers and land-
owners for the purchase of their
crops. The contract offered is a
very liberal one, the prices ranging
from $4 to 96 ton. according to the
sugar contents of the beets. Seed
will be furnished by the company;
three carloads are already on the
way from the east. The company
will also furnish tools, and a large
crew of expert beet growers are com-
ing from Colorado and I'tah who
will assist the farmers with neces-
sary advice regarding the growing
of the crops.
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
